He told the House of Com- 
mons that sufficient supplies 
were coming forward to enable 
him to increase the ration from 
three to four cunces a week for 
each person. 

But he also announced that 
he could not give any Christmas 
food bonuses this year, the first 
rime for several years, because

Miss Sarah Rabson, 51- 
year-old London _ school- 
teacher, was carried forcibly 
from the House of Com- 
mons last night by two 
policemen, after a teachers 
protest meeting for equal 
pay for women. 

Leaning against the railings 
outside, still holding a broken 
walking stick, she complained 
that though she was a cripple 
she had been roughly -handled 
by ‘Police officers in Hie lobby 
of the House. 

About 300 teachers, mainly 
women, who were waiting oul- 
side the House chanting “Equal 
Pay Now,” rushed forward pro- 
testing when Miss Rabson was 
carrled out, 

British women teachers have 
been campaigning for equal pay 
since 1946, when a Royal Com- 
mission appointed to investigate 
teachers’ ay recommended 
against it.—Reuter.

A serious new barrier in the way of successful truce negotiations 
emerged yesterday with the publication of an’ Army charge that North 
Korean and Chinese Communists have killed 5,790 UN prisoners of war. 


Arrangements for the exchange of war prisoners

yet to be taken up in the armistice talks at Pan Mun Jom, but in the light of the 
atrocity report from Eighth Army Headquarters at Pusan, it is difficult to see 
how the Red Command can account satisfactorily for the number of UN soldiers 
it is supposed to have captured.

The Communists virtually in- 
vited the United Nations to 
break off the Korea truce talks 
yesterday. 

In bitter language the Com- 
muntsts delivered a near ulti- 
matum to the United Nations, 

The Reds warned that there 
will be no armistice “unless the 
United Nations agrees to call 
off fighting on land, on the sea 
and in the air.” . 

Air Force Brigadier-General' 
William P, Nuckols, the official 
spokesman, said that the United 
Nations in no way considered 
the Red warning an ultimatum, 
but it was clear that rhe renewed 
talks had reached ‘the most cru-

Despite the growing crisis, ‘it 
was pointed out that the Com- 
munists held out just as strongly 
and vociferously last July for 
the placing of the question of 
the withdrawal of foreign troops 
on the armistice agenda. Then, 
at the blackest point in the 
agenda, the Communists came 
through with mildly worded 
item 5 calling for “recommenda- 
tion to the governments con~ 
cerned on both sides.”

Thé Chicago Medical Society 
last night suspehded Dr An- 
drew C. Ivy, Vice-President of 
the University of Iinois, charg- 
ing that he violated “medical 
ethics” by methods he employed 
in promoting a substance known 
as “Krebiozen” in the treatment 
of cancer. 

The Medical Society said that 
the world-famous physiclogis: 
and head of the University’s 
professional schools committee, 
committed the violation when 
he associated himself ‘with a 
drug whose physical and 
chemical properties are kept 
secret.” 

Dr Ivy immediately denied 
that he was guilty of a breach 
of medical ethics in his activi- 
ties connected with Krebiczen. 

Dr Ivy has been under 
criticiem in medical circles 
ever since he brought Krebio- 
zen, a subStance discovered by 
Dr Stevan Durevie, to public 
attention as a “new kind of 
medicine.” 

The Medical Society snld_last 
night that its Cancer m- 
mittee had made. 2 study of 
several months and that its 
Council “exerted unusual cure 
and diligence _ before 1 
the decision ” because of Dr 
Ivy’s’ outstanding recort 
medical e 
achievements as a scientist.”

HE theory—and practice of 
amphibious operations had 
Jong been established by _ the 
Combined Operations Staff, 
under Adml, Mountbatten, who 
had been succeeded by Gen.

Tells Of 


- Experiences In 
Hungarian Prison 


New York, Nov. 14. 


Robert A. Vogeler says he wishes now he had 
repudiated at his spy trial the false confession 
dragged out of him by Hungary’s police in 71 days 


of questioning. 


Vogeler, an assistant vice-president of the Inter- 
national Telephone and Telegraph Corporation, was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison on February 21, 1950. 


Released last April , after 
the United States had ‘agreed 
to make certain concessions 
to Hungary, Vogeler has been 
recounting his experiences in 
tae Saturday Evening Post, 


He says the Communists took 
every precaution to see that he 
could not ‘backtrack in Court 
on documents he signed when 
this will to resist had cracked. 


He asked Sandor Cseresnyes, 
who had been a cell-mate in an 
effort to. speed the confession, 
what would happen if at the 
trial “I suddenly told the truth 
—namely, that it was all a 
barbaric hoax, and that my co- 
defendants and I were entirely 
innocent of the crimes to which 
the Hungarian Political Police 
had forced us to confess.” 


Vogeler says that Cseresnyes, 
aghast, replied: “I hate to think 
of what would happen, The 
careers of so many people de-~ 
pend upon your conviction that 
they'd do anything, literally 
anything, to prevent you from 
queering the trial.” 


‘SPECIAL TREATMENT’ 


“Your entire future would be 
determined by your behaviour 
at the trial, If you fail to an- 
swer the President's questions in 
the proper spirit, you will be 
removed from the Courtroom 
and taken to a special hospital.

The estimate of Australia’s 
1951-52 wool clip has been re- 
vised downwards by 200,000 
bales. 

The National Council cf Wool 
Selling Brokers and the Aus- 
tralian Wool Growers Council 
in July estimated that 3,600,000 
bales of about 300 pounds 
weight each would be received 
into.prokers’ stores.

Suppose, for instance, that a 
Malayan smallholder produces 
a certain amount of rubber 
which he scils to a customer in 
the United States. Eventually he 
will receive in exchange a 
cheque, payable in dollars. The 
smallholder presents this cheque 
at the local branch of his bank, 
and his account is credited with 
amount of loeul 
currency—in this case, Malayan 
dollars. The transaction, so far 
as he 1s concerned, is then com- 
plete. He thas sold his rubber 
and received a sum of money in 
return. But what happens to 
the dollars? 


the country's Exchange Control 
and the bank receives an equi- 
valent amount of local cur- 
rency. The dollars are then 
paid into the central gold and 
dollars reserves of the sterling 
area in London, and the coun- 
try from which they originated 
is credited with an equivalent 
umount of sterling, which then 
becomes a liability of the 
United Kingdom.

UK AS CUSTODIAN 


But before going on to sce 
sterling 
balances, let us find out what 
has become of the dollars, These 
have now become part of the 
sterling area's central gold and 
dollar reserves. They do not 
belong to the United Kingdom, 
which acts as custodian of the 
ceniral reserves, nor do they 
belong to Malaya which earned 
them. They belong to each and 
every member of the sterling 
area, who are free to draw on 
them, up to an agreed amount, 
to pay for their current imports 
from the dollar coutitries. 

It must be pojnted out, how- 
ever, that every member of the 
sterling area is not free to draw 
upon the central dollar reserve? 
in the same proportion as they 
pay into them: Some countries, 
like Malaya,

Manila, Nov, 15. 

Communist Huks staged 4 
revenge raid on Tinong, 
Quezon Province, last night 
killing a policeman and three: 
inhabitants and kidnapping 
the wife and two children 
of the newly-elected mayor. 

The Huk raiders also burned 
the home of the mayor-elect, 
Marciany Punsalan, who ‘was 
absent with the town chief of 
police on a visit to the pro- 
vineial capital at Lucena.

STUCK TO DECISION 


A reliable American source 
told The Associated Press that 
Gen. Pierson, chief of the 
United States Joint Military 
Advisory Group which $s 
charged with advising- | 
assisting in the training of ‘the 
Philippines Army, sent the 
mecsage to Mr Magsaysay “be- 
cause he deserved commenda-

Some provincial political 
machine leaders who found the 
soldiers’ presence interfered with 
their plans to carry out past 
practices of intimidating voters 
by use of gangs of armed 
henchmen are reported to be 
showering the Liberal Party 
Headquarters in Manila with 
protests against Mr Magsaysay. 

The Defence Secretary’s troops 
are still at their stations, guard- 
ing the clerks counting the 
votes and preventing any tam- 
pering with the ballots at the 
precincts. Mr Magsaysay him- 
self acknowledged the existencs 
of criticism last night by stating 
he was “sorry” for the defeat 
of many Liberal Party candi- 
dates, but that he was “glad for 
having effected a clean and 
orderly balloting in accordance 
with instructions of President 
Elpidio Quirino.” 

The army was credited with 
having generally prevented the 
carrying out of Huk plans to 
disrupt the elections. In several 
places soldiers foiled attempts 
to interfere with the balloting 
end the presence of alert troops 
units at strategie points un- 
questionably prevented more at- 
lecks, 

Despite this, however, there 
were 17 deaths from Huk at- 
tacks and partisan rivalry on 
Election Day.-Associated Press.
